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Strangulation By Law 

No enterprise has had a more dramatic postwar 
record than oil. The demands upon it have been almost 
incredibly heavy. Yet, in the face of doleful predic- 
tions of oil shortages which never came true, it has 
met them all with a minimum of dislocations. This 
was done through an unstinted expenditure of money, 
energy and scientific and managerial genius. 

However, if pending congressional legislation is 
approved, we may expect to see a virtual end to pro- 
gress within the oil industry, coupled with a slow 
strangulation of the supply of petroleum products. 

The legislation in question calls for "divorce- 
ment" of the oil industry. Under it, no company en- 
gaged in the producing, refining, or marketing of pe- 
troleum could own, be financially interested in or 
operate a common carrier pipe line, a barge or a 
tanker. And no company engaged in refining crude 
oil could market the resulting products except by 
selling them "at the refinery gate." 

The effect of this wholesale dismemberment 
of the industry would be felt everywhere, by labor, by 
the consumer, by business. It would directly influence 
our national security — oil is a vital weapon of war, as 
well as a vital tool in time of peace. It would, in large 
part, cripple an economic machine whose efficiency 
and service cannot be questioned. 

Oil is a highly competitive enterprise, made up 
of tens of thousands of producers, refiners, jobbers and j 
marketers. Only the concern which pleases its custo-i 
mers can survive. That is the principle 'which keeps! 
free enterprise alive, and oil is a fine example of it in 
action. Passage of the divorcement bills would be a 
catastrophe.

High Standards 

Reports from retailers in 'all parts of the country 
have one theme in common. Competition is getting 
tougher. Consumers are choosier, and are looking 



around for the best deal for the money. The buyer's 
market is back, save in a very few lines. Promotional

B Mrs. Horan is directing arrange- 
ments for the observance of Poppy 
Day here, when the veteran-made 
noppics will be worn to honor the 
dead of both world wars and to aid 
t hc disabled and the children of 
veterans. Describing the. poppy- 
roaklng activities at Downey 

S "It is very interesting to see the 
wav a veteran makes a poppy, tak- 
ing ; petals of crepe paper and a 
stem of wire and shaping them into 
a very attractive replica of the wild 
noppics which grew on the battle 
fields and around the graves in 
Europe during both wars. Many ve- 
terans become very skillful in the 
work and can produce the memorial 
flowers with amazing rapidity. They 
enjoy the work, and being gainfully 
employed helps give them a whole- 
some mental attitude which pro- 
motes recovery. 

"Being handmade, each of the 
Auxiliary's poppies is slightly dif- 
ferent, varying with the maker's 
skill. At one time the Auxiliary used 
silk poppies, but the crepe paper 
flowers were adopted because they 
provide more interesting work, for 
the veterans and can be made at a 
minimum cost for materials. Mil- 
lions already have been made for 
this year's sale in hospitals and 
workshops throughout the country 
and by the time Poppy Day arrives 
more than 25,000,000 will be ready 
to be worn in honor of the war dead. 

"The men who make the flowers 
are the only persons, paid for their 
work in the Auxiliary's poppy pro- 
gram. Thc women who distribute 
the poppies on the streets are all 
unpaid volunteers who give their 
services to help carry out the pur- 
pose of Poppy Day— to honor the 
dead and aid the disabled."
